voted to send the recommendations 
for contract awards back to the school 
board, 

Despite an appeal by Councilman 
Wiley I. Moore, chairinan of the fi- 
nance committee of city council; Jack 
C. Savage, of the ninth: Harry York. 
of the sixth; and Frank Reynolds, of 
the eighth, and by Alderman J. Al- 
len Couch, of the fifth, who is chair- 

man of the school committee of city 
council; W. Guy . Dobbs, of the 
seventh, and Robert Gann, of the 
sixth, proponents of a move to pass 
the resolution witheut referring it 
to the finance committee for con- 
sideration and to defer any action 
on bids for award of junior high 
school contracts succeeded in push- 
ing their motions through council. 

Passage Is Surprise. 

Passage of the Lyle resolution was 
an distinct surprise and took council 
by storm. In the heat of the debate 
several members appealed to the chair 
asking for rulings as to whether a 
primary referendum would have any 
binding effect on the school board as 


tu abolition of the junior high school 
system. Mayor Pro Tem Ashley ruled 
that primary referendums are regard- 
«ed only as expressions of the people 
and can have no legal standing in 
uceordance with rulings of legal au- 
thorities, ‘ 

The motion to refer the Lyle paper 
to the finance committee for consid- 
eration stood 7 for and 23 against, 
and the vote to adopt the Lyle reso- 
lution was 235° to 7.

It was stated with some accent of 
authority this evening that Vice Pres- 
ident Dawes has let the Willis lead- 
ers know in Ohio, who are to con- 
sider tomorrow their future course 
prior to the primary April 24, that 
he does not desire his name to figure 
in their plans. The assumption is 
that he believes, if they decide to 
carry on in militant opposition to 
the Hoover slate of delegates, they 
should act under the Willis flag with 
the majority of their delegates already 
pledged to Governor Lowden as their 
second choice, 

Swing to Dawes. 

Word coming from Willis headquar- 
ters sources is to the effect that a sub- 
rosa understanding obtains among the 


Willis-named delegates that whenever 
Dawes is substituted in the balloting 
at Kansas City for his friend Gover- 
nor Lowden, the delegation, if chosen, 
April 24, will swing solidly to Dawes.

EVANS CONSPIRED 
10 SLAY GOBURN, 
SAYS STEPHENSON 


Jailed Indiana Boss,| 
Charges Wizard Caused 
Fox To Kill Atlantan in 
Fall of 1923. 


“IT’S ALL ROT,” SAYS 
FOX FROM PRISON 


“It’s all rot,” said Phillip Fox, 
now serving a life sentence at Mil- 
ledgeville for the murder of W. 8. 
Coburn, when told Monday night 
by a Constitution correspondent 
that D. C. Stephenson, former 
grand ‘dragon of Indiana, had 
sharged that the killing was in- 
stigated by Imperial Wizard H. W. 
Evans. 

“There is not a word of truth 
in the accusation,” said Fox, “and 
I can’t understand why Stephen- 
son should have given out such a 
statement. In the course of busi- 
ness, while I was employed at the 
imperial palace I met Stepienson, 
but so far as I can remember we 
never passed more than a_ dozen 
words. This much is certain. There 
is absolutely no foundation for the 
charge that Evans had anything 
to do with the shooting of “Co- 
burn.” 


Pittsburgh, April 2.—(@)—D. C. 
Stephenson, former head of the Ku 
Klux Klan in Indiana, who is serv- 
iug a life term. in the Indiana state 
prison, charges in a deposition filed 
in federal court. here today that “Im» 
perial Wizard” W. H. Evans, of the 
klan, instigated the slaying of Cap- 
tain William S. Coburn, Atlanta, Ga., 
attorney, because Coburn “was going 
to bring out some embarrassing mat- 
_ters in a suit against: the klan.” 

Captain Coburn, the deposition said, 
was actually killed by “Phil Fox, who 
Evans tolfme he was filling full of 
‘poisoned meat,’ elaborating. on this 
statement, so that I was-given to un- 
derstand that he was telling Fox that 
he, Evans, could prove that Coburn 
was circulating stories derogatory to 
the character of Mrs. Fox. Finally, 


he was going to kill Coburn.” 

The deposition, obtained at Michi- 
gan City prison by Van A. Barrick- 
man, Pittsburgh attorney, who is 
counsel for interests secking to have 
the klan barred from functioning in 
Pennsylvania, also says the klan never 
had a national policy, its entire am- 
bitions being based on the personal 
ambitions of Evans.

Peterson, who received an annual 
salary of $2,700, said that these con- 
tributions amounted to more than $2,- 
000 over a period of five years and 
indicated that they had been demanded 
in return for patronage under which 
he was permitted to retain his posi- 
tion. 

His letter, addressed to his brother, 
J. H. Peterson, and read at the coro- 
ner’s inquest, also charged that he had 
been “framed” by two employees’ of 
the postoffice, one of whom, J, #, 
| Kirkland, was victim. ”“ 


me for over $2,000 in the last five 
years,” he wrote, “and they are still 
claiming more on me now. Thomas 
W. Overstreet, the inspector. and El- 
ton Kirkland, money order clerk, are 
to blame for it all. They have done 
everything against me that they could 
do. They have framed me. 

“These donations are responsible for 
my financial condition. What they 
have taken away from me is why I 
am in debt today. I understand. that 
they are going to put me out tonight, 
For this reason I cannot face my 
friends any longer.’

DANGERS OF BORIC ACID 
Boric, or boracic, acid (the same), 
and borax are such common house- 


hold antiseptics that there is need 
for a warning that if taken internally, 
or absorked through the skin or mu- 
cous membranes in too great con- 
centration, over too long a period of 
time, they are poisonous. 

Both borie acid and borax have the 
sume. foundation — boron — but the 
boric acid, as its name implies, is an 
acid, and so contains hydrogen, and 
borax is an alkali containing sodium, 
the technical name being sodium bo- 
rate. 


Boric acid is a dangerous food pre- 
servative; and its use has long been 
forbidden for such purposes in the 
United States, France, Germany, Hol- 


in Great Britain. Milk that has been 
preserved with boric acid has resulted 
in serious bowel disorders in babies. 


McNally and Rust, in a recent ar- 
ticle in the Journal of the American 
Medical association, report the death 
of six babies from the accidental giv- 
ing of boric acid solution for dis- 
tilled water. Also the death of an 
adult who mistook boric acid for a 
saline laxative. - / 

So keep your boric acid and borax 
solutions for your antiseptics, for they 
are good antiseptics, but tie a little 
bell on the bottle so you will know 
that they are poisonous if taken in- 
ternally, and keep them out of the 
reach of children. 

Every household should lay in a 
lis to tie on all 
bottles and any other receptacles that 
contain poisons. They will automatic- 
ally warn. the absentminded and the 
nearsighted of their’ danger. 

Mineral Foods in Tablet Form? * 

B. writes: “Dear Doctor Lulu: All 
farmers feed minerals to their hogs. 
I have found a mineral food in tablet 
form for people. It sounds good to 
me. I’m not an agent for it and 
have no interest whatever in the cash 
value of it, but if it is what is claim- 
ed, [ think it is what everyone should 
eat. These «tablets come in_ two 
forms: the tablet marked “M” is a 
builder, and the one marked “K” is 
anu eliminator. I am supposed to take 
both. The manufacturers claim that 
they contain all of the minerals of 
the body. It is not a medicine but a 
food. 1 am sending you some of the 
tablets and want to know if they 
really contain the minerals needed 
by the body and if they contain any 
harmful drug. I do not want any. of 
this letter published in any paper.” 


Dear B.—which isn’t your initial— 
I’m sorry to disregard your wish about 
publishing this Jetter, but as it is not 
a personal one and as it contains ma- 
terial which is of general interest, I 
am doing so. Not, however, to extol 
the value of the product, but to ex- 
‘pose the fallacy of getting food min- 
erals in tablet form. 

I don’t know about. the feeding of 
hogs—-the kind you refer to, B, but 
with the exception of salt (sodium 
chloride), human animals have to get 
their minerals in the organic form— 
that. is, as they come in the natural 
foods, not in the inorganic form as 
they are found in the earth, etc. Even 
in the case of. secondary anemia, 
where iron is given, it never has been 
wholly settled whether it is absorbed 
or not, and always instructions are 
given to get plenty of foods contain- 
ing iron, for when these are taken. 
the inorganie iron does seem in many 
eases to be of some aid.

Notwithstanding that throughout 
most of the day wheat values showed 
a pronounced upward trend, the fin- 
ish was at virtually the day’s bottom 
level. Heavy selling to realize profits 
for holders had much to do with the 
reactions from price bulges. On the 
other hand, purchasers, especially in 
the earlier dealings, were influenced 
by the fact that monthly private crop 
reports today showed an average of 
73.9 as the present conditions of wheat 
compared with 86 last December. The 
reports also suggested a probable to- 
tal yield of 44,000,000 bushels less 
than at this time last year.
